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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Invention II, claims 7-9 and 19-21 in the 
reply filed on 8/30/2007 is acknowledged. 

The remaining claims were withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
8/30/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over List 
(DE 3800482 A1 ) in view of McGuire et al. (US Patent 5,374,270). List discloses a 
device for boring bone having an elongate shank (5), a boring portion at the front end 
(2) and a drive portion (end opposite, fig. 6) at the rear end of the shank. The device 
also has at least one window open to the bore (3). The window is also formed closest to 
the driving portion that also parallels the bore within the elongated shank. The window is 
considered also an elongated slot. 

List discloses the claimed device except for more specifically a bore that may fit a 
guide wire or a slidable lock portion. McGuire et al. disclose a bore (17) that specifically 
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may fit a guide wire tliat also follows the length longitudinally that allows for a guide 
portion (aka, a wire) to fit into it (see Col. 4, lines 26-39). Also, the lock portion 13, also 
called a stop) is slidable with respect to the ends of the device (in also considering the 
guide wire in defining the ends of the device). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to construct the device 
of List having at least a more to specifically fit a guide wire in view of McGuire et al. to 
better guide the device to the required area. 

Claims 9 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the List in view of McGuire. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to construct the assembly of List and 
McGuire et al. to have a pair or multiple elongated slots since has been held that mere 
duplication of the essential working parts (that enhance the performance of the device) 
of a device involves only routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 
USPQ 8. 

Response to Arguments 

Claims under review were submitted on 8/30/2007. They include claims 7-9 and 

19-21. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7-9 and 19-21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. See grounds of 
rejection listed above.
